SHERIFF’S PECULIARLY PAINFUL 
DUTY IN THIS CASE. 


SPECTATOR’S DESCRIPTION. 


This Official, Doubting the Man’s 
Guilt; Was Yet Obliged Person- 
ally to Superintend the De- 
tails of the Execution. 


James Nettles, colored, convicted of the 
murder of Samuel W. Mann, a Suburban 
etreet car conductor, July 4, 1838, Was 
hanged Monday morning. 

The drop occurrea at 6:07,and, though the 
man’s neck was broken by the fall, he was 
not pronounced dead-~until 19 minutes had 
passed. The body was then cut down and 
“arried into the morgue, wher: Corqgner

‘ettles went to death in a manly . way. 

alked with a firm and unhalting step to 
che scaffold, and smiled as he took a posi- 


tion on the trapdoor. There was not a 
tremor on his lips, and in all his novements 
there was no indication of lear. 

He made a brief address just before the 
black cap was puiled over his head. He said 
he was resigned to his fate and was ready 
to meet his maker.. He proclaimed that he 
Was innocent in a clear, resonant voice that 
could be heard a block, and declared that 
he was dying for another man’s deed. 

From a hangman's point of view, the exe- 
cution was a success. There was no con- 
fusion in any of the arrangements, and the 
condemned man was spared agonizing de- 
lays. The order of the law was executed 
with remarkabie dispatch, and yet nothing 
was done improperly. 

A Post-Dispatch representative, who had 
never before witnessed an execution, was 
with Nettles during the last 12 hours of his 
life and witnessed his drop to death. His 
etory of what he saw and the impressions 
it left on his mind follow: 

As the hour for the execution approached 
Nettles grew restless. He walked about 
the corridors of the jail and talked inco- 
herently of religion, and pr vtested that he 
was innocent of the crime charged to him. 

But not a word indica*ing his unwilling- 
mess to die passed hisAips. His tall form 
looked almost ghastiv;as it flitted back and 
forth under the sputtéring are lamp, grow- 
ing longer or shortter with each step. 

His eyes glowed whith an unnatural brii- 
linancy, and he seemed to look beyond the 
earth. Now and then he paused to listen 
to the roar af the rain. But he did not care 
to consider the ominous surroundings long 
at a time, and his strides after the pauses 
were ldnger, as though he wished to forget 
what he had heart,

Scampered acros: the floor, almost touchin 
his feet. He sruddered at the omen, an 
declared that he was as innocent as one ot 

the playfal animals. 

- The Century Quartette called at 2 o'clock 
nd sang Nettles’ favorite hymns. ‘Jesus 
ver of My Soul,’ and ‘‘Rock of Ages.” 

A man in the crowd voluntarily sang a 
comic song. He was given a stinging re- 
buke by Nettles. “IT don’t want to hear 
anything like that,’’ he cried. ‘I am stand- 
ing on the verge of eternity, and you dare 

to try to make fun!’’ 

As the day began to dawn a flock of spar- 
rows in the dome af the jail began their 
morning chorus. Nettles turned his head 
up to them and listened for several min- 


utes. Then he sighed as he f“emembered 
he would never hear them aga/n. 


The crowd in the jail, mednwhile, grew 
to ope’ f proportions, and, as it increased, 
it seemed to lose the respect for the ococaslon 
that had characterized it when it gathered 
earlier in the night. It conducted itself 
as though it had come to view an amusing 
Spectacle, and Nettles testified his displeas- 
ure by withdrawing into his cell with Rev. 
Sachs, an assistant of Rev. Herzberger. 
The minister and man prayed and read 
scriptural selections together for 30 min- 
utes, while the crowd laughed and joked 
about the tmpending event. 

At 6 o'clock Sheriff John H. Pohlman, 
heavily cloaked and with his hat pulled 
down over his eyes, the picture of death's 
messenger, entered the jail and walked to 
Nettles’ cell. 

The crowd did not appreciate the emo- 
tions from which the sheriff suffered. He 
was about to read the death warrant, an 
unpleasant duty at best, but in that par- 
ticular case he was about to read it to one 
of whose guilt he thought there was a 
Brave doubt. 

While he was never assured of Nettles’ 
innocence, he frequently declared that he 
felt that the evidence of guilt was not stron 
enough to send the man to the scaffold. 
He was of the opinion that the law would 
have been vindicated sufficiently if the 
| begged had been given a life sentence by 
he governor. But it was his duty to ex- 
ecute the Jaw regardless of his personal 
opinions, and he did it, although his heart 

Was wrenched. 

While he read the death warrant. the 
crovi in the jail shoved and jostled ‘each 
othe: in an attempt to get near enough to 
the prisoner to observe his every move- 
ment. Nettles heard his doom pronuunced 
without the twitch of a mucle. 

When the reading was finished, the pris- 
oner’s arms were pimioned securely behind 
Ppien and the march to tne scaffold began. 

he crowd almost trampled the condemned 
man and his deputies down in the effort to 
force its way to the scaffold. 

Outside the rain was stl falling and the 
clouds were heavy and gloomy. But those 
circumstances had not prevented nearly 200 
men, most of whom had no excuse for being 
there from collecting on the terrace looking 
onto the seaffold. They, like their more for- 
tunate fellows who had been admitted to 
the watch, seemed to look upon the exe- 
cu‘tton as a comedy provided for their 
amusement, And they were being amused. 
They laughed loud and uttered lewd and 
profane jokes as the condemned man walked 
a > the seaffold steps. 

@ seemed oblivious to all the disrespect. 
The strange light was still in his eyes, but 
it was growing brighter in expectation, anc 

e seemed to have forgotten that he was 
Still of earth. It had been his boast thar, 
if he died without breaking down, it would 
De an omen that he would in time be ac- 
quitted tn the public mind of his crime. 

But there was no effort on his part to 
appear ealm and undisturbed. His “game- 
ness seemed a part of his nature. hose 
on the scaffold looked in vain for a tremor 
of the flesh. When his legs had been pin- 
foned and while a man stood behind him 
with the black cap ready to adjust it over 
his » HO Made this address:

G. W: Ferguson, 65 years of age, fell from 
the third story roof to the second story 
roof of the building at “1314 Olive street 
Saturday afternoon with a 33-year-old child 
in his arms. By a heroic effort he man- 
aged to preserve the little girl from injury, 
but sustained a painful fracture of his own 
left ankle joint. 

Mr. Ferguson is the father of Jesse J. 
Ferguson, proprietor of the Murillo studio 
at the number given, and lives with him at 
4549 Cook avenue. He visited his son’s place 
of business Saturday to witness the Dewey 
parade, it being just opposite the review- 
ing stand.

ice Whitting, the pretty 3-year-old daughter 
of Gustavus M. Whitting, Mr. Ferguson's 
operator and brother-in-law, whose home 
is at 1445 Clara avenue. 

Before the parade appeared it was sug- 
gested that a good view could be obtained 
from the roof. The elder Mr. Ferguson 
asked the little girl if she cared to go up 
there and she assented to the invitation 
with much glee. 

In the central portion the building is 
only two stories high, a light shaft having 
been cut in there. The old man and his 
companion stepped out on this roof and 
he and the little girl had little difficulty in 
climbing a ladder to the front part of the 
building, about 12 feet above. 

After reaching the top of the structure 
the child. became frightened at the height 
from which she was gazing and asked to 
be taken down. The parade had not yet 


appeared and Mr. Ferguson immediately 
decided to help her to a lower floor and 
allow her to see the admiral and his es- 
cort frem there. He carefully stepped on 
the top rung of the ladder and picked his 
steps downward. When his feet rested 
on about the fourth rung from the top, 
he called to the little girl to come to him, 
and she dropped into his arms. 

The sudden addition of the child’s weight 
to that of Mr. Ferguson caused the ladder 
to wabble. It swayed to one side. On 
that side was an opening through which 
the old man and little girl would have 
fallen, but Mr. erguson, as soon as he 
realized his piight, threw his weight to 
the opposite side. Then, with his precious 
burden in his arms, he dropped to the 
ravel roof about ten feet below. As he 
ell he lifted the terrified child in the alr, 


the fall caused his left leg to break under 
him. But little Clarice touched the roof 
unhurt. 

The occupants of the studio heard the 
noise and the jump, and hastened to aid. 
A physician, who was hastily summoned, 
placed Mr. Ferguson's leg in plaster of 
paris. Then he bravely remained to see 
the parade. On his way home in a car- 
riage with his son, a stop was made at 
the office of Dr: J, R. Lemen, 3223 Lucas 
avenue He removed the plaster and ap- 

lied different treatment. e doctor says 
Mr. Ferguson is resting easily now and 
that amputation will not be necessary.

Perry Emerson, 8 years old, was still 
asleep when dug out of the debris, near the 
dead bodies of his sister and cousin. He was 
aroused by the rescuing firemen’ before he 
became frightened at what had happened. 

Elijah Emerson and Sophia hmerson, nis 
wife, and Percy and Robert, their other 
sons, were taken out of the tangled mass 
of rafters, brick and mortar and hurried to 
the City Hospital. Jerry Moore, 50 years 
old, and his young wife, Martha, went down 
in the crash with the second floor, which 
they had been occupying. They were also 
dragged from the wreck and seni to the 
hospital. ; 

Tne thheavy rains after midnight Saturday, 
are believed by the fire department to have 
undermined the foundations and loosen?d 
the supports of the house, until] it slipped 
from its pinning to the side walls and sank 
by its own weight.

NO DELAY ON THE FAIR BILL 


Some of the Committee Want to 
Change the Amount of the 
Appropriation.

WASHINGTON, May 7.—Representative 
Chas. F. Joy returned to Washington this 
morning, and aided by the other members 
of the Missouri delegation, is at work to- 
day supplying the members of the special 
World's Fair committee with all the data 
available concerning the centennial annli- 
versary of the Louisiana Purchase. 

Chairman Tawney and. his colleagues on 
the committee have been giving much atten- 
tion to the bill. No formal meeting has 
been held since Thursday, but the members 
bave discussed the bill and its provisions, 
and it is practically certain that they will 
be ready to make a report Wednesiay. Ab- 
solutely no opposition exists in the commit- 
tee toward the fair. 

The only point which is not now settled 
is whether St. Louis shall be given the entire 
$5,000,000 it has askee far, for the fair. 

Some of the members of the committee 
want to give the Louisiana Purchase about 
what was appropriated for the World's Fair 
at Chicago independent of the Government 
appropriations for its exhibit. 

The justice of St. Louis’ request for early 
final action is conceded by the committee 
and there is no dispasition to delay = the 
matter. 

No request has been made yet to the com- 
mittee on rules for a day to consider the 
fair bill. That will be done after the com- 
mittee has made its repart to the House. 
Representatives Joy, Clark, Cowherd, 
Shackleford, Lloyd and Vandiver are doing 
all they can to furnish the committee with 
everything it may want in making its re- 
port upon the bill.

It was at the request 
of President Whitaker,who wrote a long let- 
ter to the board covering particularly the 


every employe must be or become a union 
man or be discharged. Mr. Whitaker's 
letter dealt with this demand at length, and 
oppos it. 

The board finally adopted this letter tn full 
as its own answer to the men's request, 
and it was sent to the employe’s commit- 
tes at 1 o’clock. 

“It is a flat declination af the agreement,”’ 
said Chairman 8. W..Lee of the National 
Executive Board, to the Post-Dispatcn, alter 
heartng the reply of the company. 

“There is only one thing left for the un- 
jon to do and that 1s to accept the answer 
in the epirit it is given, and bring about a 
crisis. 

“The men will hold a meeting to-night 
and carry out the only alternative left to 
them.” 

As Mr. Lee was talking the grievance 
cammittee entetred the headquarters of the 
Transit employes in the Holland building. 
They learned that instead of meeting them, 
President Whitaker had sent the company's 
reply to the office by messenger. 

The reply was locked in Secretary Mes- 
sik’s desk, and the committee was acquaint- 


ed with the contents of the company’s ulti- 
matum by Mr. Lee. 

Asked to describe the action of the union 
on the reply, Mr. Lee said that the griev- 
ance committee would first scan it and then 
call a meeting of the full union some time 
Monday evening, when the company’s 
answey would be submitted to vote. 

A two-thirds vote would be necessary to 
dictate radical action, 

Mr. Lee is the man who conducted the 
great street car fight in Cleveland, O., 
some months ago. He will remain in St. 
Louis until the matter is settled. 


TRIBUTE TO BRITISH TARS 


Honors Paid to the Sailors of the War- 
ship Powerful, Who Fought 
at Ladysmith. 


LONDON, May 7.—The annals of service 
demonstrations probably show nothing to 
paralle] the enthusiasm with which the na- 
val heroes of Ladysmith, the officers and 
crew of the British first-class cruiser Pow- 
erful, were greeted in London to-day. The 
scenes in the streets were remarkable and 
inspiring. The whole route was a floating 
mass of color, and the enthusiasm displayed 
was of the most frantic deseription. 

The flags of all rations, banners and mot- 
toes formed an Aaimost continuous canopy 
for Capt. Lambton and the contingent of 
the Powerful to pass under.

children commingled in the streets below, 
vieing with each other in honoring the gal- 
jant saiJlors whu saved Ladysmith. There 
was one continuous roar of greeting, accom- 
panied by the waving of handkerchiefs, 
flags and hats as the naval brigade, with 
the kKhaki-colored guns marched from the 
depot to the Horse Guard's parade, where 
the Prince of Wales inspected the sailors.

ENGLISH TROOPS ENCAMPED IN 
THE VALLEY OF VET RIVER, 


In Three Columns They Are Moving on 
the Long: March Towards the 
Vaal, With Pretoria as the 
Objective Point. 


SMALLDEEL, May 7.—We crossed 
the Vet River Sunday morning and are 
now camped at Smalldeel Junction. The 
enemy is in full retreat toward Zand 
River and Kroonstad. The_ turning 
movement was made by the Mounted In- 
fantry of Gen. Hamilton’s division just 
before dark. It was a very dashing af- 
fair. The Canadians, New Zealand 
Rifles and Queensland Mountain Infantry 
vied with each other in the determina- 
tion to close with the enemy. Capt. An- 
ley of the Essex Regiment, commanding 
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GEN. IAN HAMILTON, 
Commander of the Advance Division of Roberts) 
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The campaign in South Africa is no longer a 
fight between detachments or brigades, but be- 
tween armies. The advance in the center takes 
the British srmy from the valley of the Modder 
to the valley of the Vet, or a distance of 68 miles 
from Bloemfontein. 

On the extreme left Gen. Hunter's division of 
the British army has crossed the Vaal River at 
Windsorton, 20 miles south of Warrenton and 
Fourteen Streams. 


WHERE THE ARMIES ARE OPERATING. 


Gen. Hunter will moye along a road that will 
enable him to take the Boer force at. Fourtees 
Streams on the flank or In the rear. At the same 
time Gen. Methuen'’s main army is advancing from 
Boshof to Hoopstad in a way to threaten the 
crossing of the Vaal at Bloemhoff, 40 miles above 
Warrenton. 

Brandfort is of littl strategic importance; 
Winburg is of more; Kroonstad is the natural 
point for concentration of the Boers to resist the 
advnace along the rallroad toward Pretoria,

A special dispatch from Smaldeel (Wine- 
burg Road Station), dated 9:4 p. m. Sune 
day, May 6, gives details of the occupation 
of-Winburg by the Britieh. It says: 

‘““News has just coine here that Gen. Hame 
ilicon is giving the Boers no rest, and that 
they are falling back hurriedly. He entered 
Winburg to-day after a brisk fight. tn 
whch the Boers fell back so quickly that 
one of their guns, in addition to a Maxim, 
was abandoned.’ 

The same dispatch, describing the cross- 
ing of the Vet River by the British, says: 

“The Boer forces entrenched on the oppo- 
site bank preparec tu contest the crossing. 
Our guns were brought into piay and «a 
terrific shell fire was directed on the Boer 
lines. At the same’time the Queenslanders, 
under a heavy fire, dashed across the river, 
and, advancing in the open, completely 
turned the Boer right. It was dusk, but 
nothing could stop the Australians. They 
pshed on again, seized a commanding kopje, 
and by brilliant movements and continuous 
rifle fire drove off the enemy in the dark- 
ness. The first gleam of dawn this morning 
found the enemy in full Gight and our men 
after them, and by 9 o’elock this morning 
we entered this important strategic point.” 

A dispatch frorii Boshof, dated Friday, 
May 4, says Gen. Methuen made a recon- 
paissance from there the day previously te 
the neighborhood of Sjartkoppies Fontein, 
locating the Boer camp.

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LEADERS MEET AT CHICAGO. 


TOWNE IS STRIVING FOR THE 
VICE-PRESIDENCY. 


Populists’ National Convention Will 
Nominate Bryan at Sioux Falls 
—More of the Orator’s 
Epigrams. 


From a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 

CHICAGO, May 7.—Strong representa- 
tions against silver as the duminant issue 
were made to William J. Bryan at the big 
conference of Democrats here yesterday. 

Chairman Martin of Indiana believed a 
change in the silver plank would elect 
Iiryan. Telegrams from leaders in New 
York, Pennsylvania, Maryland and Ohio 
were submitted to Col Bryan, all urging 
the abandonment or relegation ta the rear 
of silver. His only comment was to quote 
Henry Clay, “I would rather be right than 
be FPresident.’’ 

While the financial plank was being dis- 
cussed Ex-Senator Dubois grew heated. He 
said if it was modified that the silver Re- 
vublicans wouid not support the ticket. 

“Well, suppose you don’t,” said Martin, 
“We have elected Democrais when you op- 
posed us and we can doit again. You drive 
away 10 Democratic votes-when you bring 
inn one Republican.’”’ 

Nothing definite was done. It was a gen- 
eral talk and tne details were Kept secret. 

The Fopulists will nominate Bryan at 
Soulx Falls and leave the vice-presidency 
open. A committee will be appointed to 
confer with the Democrats and silver Re- 
publicans at. Karsas City and try to agree 
upon a candidjate fcr vice-president. 

Serator Pettigrew saic to a friend after 
the conference that he believed Mr. Towne 
would be named for vice-president by the 
Siouv Falls Convention and later would be 
indorsed by the Democrats and silver Re- 
publicans. 

D. J. Campau favors Towne. The latter 
says he is now in accord w:th the Demo- 
cratic party on every question, but there 
is a strong opposition among veteran Dem- 
ocrats to the nomination of the former 
Republican. 

Col. Bryan refused to speak of the confer- 
ence. “I am going to Omaha to-night,”’ 
he said, ‘‘and then for three months I shall 
be an agriculturist. I have a farm a few 
miles from Lincoln, on which I have 10 
acres of corn, five acres of wheat and six 
acres of oats. I am going to go into that 
corn patch and work. By the way, do you 
know the difference between an agricul- 
turist and a farmer? The agriculturist 
makes his money in town and spends it on 
the farm; the farmer makes his money on 
the farm and spends it in town.” 

Here is another of Bryan’s stories illus- 
trating the wrong man in office: 

‘“‘A relative of my wife is a very religious 
old gentleman, He believed in that old-fash- 
joned theory that preachers were born and 
called by a higher power to the ministry. 
Another man in the neighborhood sudden- 
ly involved his church in scandals and dis- 
appeared. A scoffer met the old gentleman, 
and, knowing his beliefs, asked: ‘Do you 
believe the Rev. was called by a high- 
er power?’ The old gentleman answered: 
‘Some one else was called, but he went.’ ”’ 

He. told this story in illustrating an argu- 
ment: 

“I was speaking in a small town not long 
ago and was eee « by a local Democrat 
who possessed a foghorn voice. A Repub- 
lican paper in report of the meeting next 
morning said: 

“Col. Jones is a more forcible speaker 
than Col. Bryan. Col. Bryan's voice reached 
only one bloek, but Col. Jones’ could be 
heard two blocks.’ ” 


DAVIS PLEADS FOR BOERS 


Declares That “McKinley Is All Right 
and Not the Tail of En- 
gland’s Kite. 


NPW YORK, May 7.—Webster Davis, 
former assistant secretary of the interior, 
spoke at a meeting at the Academy of 
Music in favor of the Boers. He said: 

“The great masses of our people do sym. 
pathize with the Boers. They stand for 
liberty, for civilization, for self-government 
and for peace. LEvery effort should be put 


forth by them to bring this unholy war in 
South Africa to a close. As Americans 
we are opposed to having our republic held 
up as a menace to foreign countries whose 
sympathies go out to the struggling Boers. 
All foreign countries, since our war with 
Spain, regard America as one of the great- 
est powers of the world. Abroad to-day 
representatives and sympathizers of the 
British government are striving to creaie 
the impressoin that a secret understanding 
or alliance exists between Qur government 
and that of England. We cannot as Amer- 
ican freemen, whose ancestors risked their 
Hves for freedom and independence, with- 
hold our sympathies from the farmers of 
the Transvaal and Orange Free State, as 
they chastise those who in mockery of 
Britain’s great principles and in disgrace of 
her fame, seek to exterminate a civilized 
people and destroy their liberty. 

“England has no right to 
around through Europe as the 
kite.”’ 

“That's McKinleyism!”’ shouted a man in 
the audience. 

‘‘McKinley’s all right,’’ answered Mr. Da- 
vis. ‘‘He is a patriot, one of the common 
people, like Lincoln, and the effort on the 
vart of British sympathizers to connect 
im with the ‘British effort to crush lib- 
erty, to kfll the two young republics and 
to rob and murder their handful of brave 
martyrs is a crime and must ‘be resented 
by every American patriot.

TWISTING STORMS SWEPT OVER 


ONLY TWO LIVES WERE COST. 


Some of the Clouds Did Much Damage 
to Buildings and Grow- 


ing Crops. i . a 


KANSAS CITY, Mo, May 7.—Fourteen 
tornado clouds swept over parts of Central 
Kansas Sunday, ranging through Saline, 
Ellsworth, Rice, Barton and Pawnee coun- 
ties. As far as learned, Mr. and Mrs. Will- 
iam Helfrick, who lost their lives in the 
destruction of their home, north of Ellin- 
wood, comprise the fatalities. Over twenty 
persons are reported slightly injured near 


Ellinwood. 

The first storm formed in the nelghbor- 
hood of St. Peters and St. Pauls Church, 
five miles north of Ellinwood, at 5 o'clock 
in the afternoon, destroying the Helfrick 
home completely and damaging several 
other farm houses and outbutidings. Al- 
most simultaneously another tornado 
formed about four miles east of Great Bend 
and moving in a northeasterly direction, 
demolished fences and barns and killed 
considerable live stock. Here William 
Welch's farmhouse and buildings were de- 
molished. but the family escaped. 

Another storm at about the same time 
struck near Pawnee Rock, thirteen miles 
southeast of Great Bend, and wrecked sev- 
eral buildings and destroyed crops. Con- 
siderable damage, with no loses of life, is 
also reported at and near Claflin, in the 
northeast rt of Barton County, and at 
Frederic, in the western part of Rice 
County. Rain and hail following the storm 
= great damage to crops in some locali- 
tiles. 

Tornadoes, but not of great violence, oc- 
curred in parts of Nebraska near Siler, 
Monroe City, Fayette, Oregon and Rich 
Hill, Mo.

To the horrors of famine in India those of pestilence have 
been added. Cholera has appeared in the stricken district to 
deepen the already inconceivable misery of the people. 

Nearly 100,000,000 are exposed to this two-fold danger, and 
they are practically beyond the reach of help. Millions of 
dollars have been sent to India to relieve the suffering, but 
the effect for good is swallowed up, like so many rain drops 
in the ocean. 

The eable report of the situation in the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch is a sharp reminder of the utter helplessness of civiliza- 
tion in.the face of some emergencies. England has been 
governing India for more than a century, but she is unable 
to relieve the suffering of her wards. 

Governments, like individuals, should be slow to accept 
fesponsibility which they cannot discharge. When a highly 
civilized nation conquers a backward people it should be, 
not for selfish purposes, but to promote the welfare of the 
conquered. At least they should not be sacrificed. But what 
civilized people follows this rule of altruism? '

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‘THE GOOD ROADS QUESTION. 


It may be quite true, as D. W. Puterbaugh, an Illinois 
farmer, says, that some farmers do not want “hard roads.” 
They prefer the dirt road and will turn out of a hard road 
and drive in the ditch. But is that an argument against good 
roads? 

The reason a few farmers believe hard or good roads are 
against their interests is that the expense for horseshoeing is 
greater on hard than on dirt roads. 

But the saving in cost and trouble of hauling is so great 
where roads are good, that it is a penny-wise pound-foolish 
policy to oppose road improvement. 

It has been shown by government experiments that a team 
of small mules readily draw 12 bales of cotton up a 10 per 
cent grade of macadam road, with a pull of 1000 pounds. The 
Same team was stalled going down a 6 per cent grade on a 
gand road, after pulling the indicator to 1900 pounds. On a 
dirt road the driver found, it impossible to move the 12-bale 


On a steel track road one horse pulls a load that it would 
take 20 horses to haul on a dirt road; and as the road be- 
tween the steel track need not be hard, the wear and tear of 
horse shoes is saved. 

The campaign for good roads is bound-to succeed. One 
Season's use of such roads would more than pay the wear of 
horse shoes for a dozen years. 

The idea of making a humorist President may not be a bad 
one.

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CHEAP LIVING SCHEMES. 


Writers who have discussed the cost of living, in the Post- 
Dispatch and elsewhere, are reminded by a correspondent 
that it all hinges upon what is meant by “a living.” 

If the housekeeper buys stale bread at 2% cents a loaf and 
stale eggs at 8 cents a dozen with other articles in keeping, 
existence may bc maintained and perhaps unduly prolonged, 
but life will be stale, too, besides being flat and unprofitable. 

This correspondent does not believe in the cheap living 
schemes. “It is not possible,” he says, “to go into the open 
market, buy good food, not luxuries, renew wear and tear 
of house, fyrniture, clothing, pay taxes and keep up a lim- 
ited acquaintace with the literature of the day upon less 


poorly. The happy men will have to be found somewhere be- 
tween the $10 a week scrimp and this estimate, which is 
that of & man evidently in comfortable circumstances. 

The problem is to lfve without sacrificing every material 
good necessary to make life worth while. Families, like in- 
dividuals, differ widely, but children are pretty much alike in 
having @ good appetite. They ought to have plenty of whole- 
some food. This and not economy should be the first consid- 


eration.

A National Project. 
From the Sunday New York World. 

“The special committee of Congress on the proposed Loulsiana 
purchase Centennial Celebration, to take the shape of an exposi- 
tion at St. Louis in 1903, will give a final hearing the coming week 
on the question of a national appropriation for the purpose, They 
should find no difficulty in favoring the proposition. 

“It would be difficult ta do more than just'ce to the epoch- 
making event which ft is proposed to celebrate. It ts second itn 
natioral importance only to the establishment of our tndepend- 
ence. It made possible the complete rounding out of the national 
domain. It clearly indicated the course of every subsequent ter- 
ritorial and political development, not merely in our country, but 
in our continent. I marked the end of Spanish rule in Central and 
South America. It made inevitable the acquisition alike of Plor- 
ida and of Texas and the Pacific Coast. If the exposition praposes 
to represent the growth and development of all the states which 
came to us through the Louisiana Purahase, ft will have to in- 
clude a very ample territcry which has been ours less than ea 
century. 

“By the terme of the measure before Congress the national ap-

Patsy Tebeau and his collection of Red 
Caps arrived in St. Louis shortly after 1 
o’clock Sunday afternoon, and at 3:30 o'clock 
engaged Bob Allen's Cincinnati ‘Surprises’ 
in a contest at League Park. 

The Cincinnatis won the game 
ninth inning. 

The fina] score was 5 to 4. 

“Cy” Young pitched for St. Louis, and if 
the big twirler had been given proper sUp- 
port in fielding and hitting would have won 


his game. 
But, as it was, he came near doing it him- 


self. 

There were two men on base in the second 
inning, McGann having alrealy ycored 
when Young came to the bat. . 

Some one in the stand said he would eith- 
er strike out or knock it over the fence, and 
the prognosticator’s prediction came true. 
He did the latter. 

After knocking a foul into the left field 
bleachers. “Cy” caught a fast one, and 
throwing his full 2% pounds with the bat 
eent the ball soaring over the fence back of 
the right field bleachers. It was the longest 
hit af the year at League Park, and the 
first home run made by the St. Louis ag- 
gregation this season. The G. 0. M. was 
cheered to the echo as he slowiy circled 
the bases, and his genial countenance Was 
ail emiles as thhe crossed the plate doffing 
his cap. 


In the third inning, Capt. Corcoran of 
Cincinnati aimost duplicated Cy’s_ trick, 
and would have put the ball in the bleech- 
ers, but for a phenomenal one-handed 
catch by Donovan.

STUBBORN MR. FREEDMAN. 


He Will Not Pay His Share of the Cost 
of the League Reduction. 

NDW YORK, May 7.—Serious trouble is 
threatened among the National League 
magnates over the recent plan adopted for 
the reduction of the circuit from 12 to eight 
clubs. President Freedman of the New 
York Club is making good his threat not to 
share the coet of reducing the circuit, 
which will amount to $14,000. Freedman, 
it will be remembered, refused to sign the 
agreement to pay his share pro rata after 
the circuit pad been reduced, and sent the 
agreement unsigned to President Young, 
The other clubs agreed to pay over 5 per 
cent of the receipts of each game played to 
President Young for the next three years 
until the $104,000 was wiped out. As the 
plan was drawn up in the shape of a com- 
mittee’s report it required only a two-thirds 
vote in the league to make it binding on all 
clubs. It was adopted by 11 clubs. New 
bole | refused to vote or sanction it after 
ward. 

When the New York Club played here 
its representative, Arthur Bell, refused at 
first to take New York's share of the re- 
ceipts, as .h3 Philadelphia Club had de- 
ducted 5 ver cent of the receipts of the two 
games to be sent to Young. New York’s 
Share of the deduction, or 2% per ‘cent, 
amounted to $123. After some pariey Bell 
agreed to accept the money, minus the de- 
duction, hut receipted for it on account. 
When the 'Philade:phia Club went to New 
York on Tuesday and Wednesday the New 
Yerk Club declined to take out the 5 per 
cent from the receipts before the division. 
This deduction amounted to $59 for each 
club. The Philadelphia Club will send $59 
to Young, anyway. 

_The same trouble arose in the recent New 
York games with Boston and Brooklyn. 
With each club New York refused to take 
the sum for reduction, and when the New 
Yorks played in Brooklyn the latter club 
did the same. At least President Ebbets 
found that the New York Club would not 
have it, Brooklyn's failure to comply with 
the resolution adopted by a two-thirds vote 
of the league has so complicated matters 
that the managers are all at sea. ‘

RIVER UNIDENTIFIED. 


HER DESCRIPTION IN DETAIL 


Everything Indicates Her a Gentle- 
woman, but Nothing to Show

HARRY HAUCK EILLED HIMSELF 
BY TAKING ARSENTO. 


MELANCHOLIA AFTER DISEASE. 


Hauck Went to Work Too Soon, and 
Became Affected With Delusions 
Leading to Death. 


Melahcholia caused by a prolonged. at- 
tack of the grip drove Harry Hauck, a 
well-known young man, to commit suicide 
by taking arsenic at his home at 906 Morri- 
s0n avenue, An inquest held Sunday de- 
veloped the fact. 

Hauck was a clerk in the Fourth National 
Bank, 33 years old and single. Until three 
weeks ago, when he fell a victim of grip, 
he was apparently in robust health. The 
disease weakened him greatly and he in- 


sisted on going back to work hefore he was 
entirely well. Though he had the beat of 
medical treatment, he became melancholy 
and brooded over his condition. He be- 
lieved his health was gradually failing and 
that he was destined to become a ourden to 
others. . 

Friday night the young man’s brother. 
wr. BB. F. auck, was summoned t. his 
bedsido and found him in great pain. lie 
did not tell that he had taken poison. Phy- 
Ssiclans suspected the presence of arsenic, 
but the poison had already done its work 
beyond control, and Hauck died Saturday 
morning. The autopsy Sunday revealed 
the fact that. he had taken a large dose of 
arsenic. 

Members of his family say that he had 
no other reason than that of temporary 
illness to take his life and that he had 
never threatened to do so. 

The funeral was held Monday afternoon.

FIREMAN KILLED AND ENGINEER 
HURT NEAR ST. CHARLES. 


RAINS WEAKENED THE BRIDGE. 


The “Katy Flyer’s’” Plunge Early Sun- 
day Morning, With the Engine 
and Two Cars Wrecked. 


The “Katy Flyer,” on the Missouri, Kan- 
sas & Texas Railroad, due in St. Louis at 
7:20 a. m., went through the Black bridge 
trestle, south of St. Charles, about 6 o’clock 
Sunday morning. The fireman, John Boyle 
of Sedalia, was buried beneath the engine, 
which turned entirely over, and was dead 
when taken out. The engineer, L. D. 
Palmer, also of Sedalia, is in the Missouri 


Pacific Hospital in this “7; very badly 
scalded by escaping steam. No others were 


urt. 

[Black ridge, south of St. Charles, is 
approached by a trestle about three-quar- 
ters of a mile long. The train was run- 
ning slowly over the trestle, having twenty 
minutes in which to make the three miles 
to St. Charles. i 
Suddenly the engineer felt his engine 
sinking under him. It went down, striking 
on the pilot, with the tender and two for- 
ward cars, baggage and smoking, pil on 
top. The other coaches, filled with pas- 
sengers, remained on the trestle. nly 
two or three men were in the smoking car 
and they escaped unhurt. The baggage 
car men also were uninjured. 

It was found that the engine had turned 
completely over, and when the wrecking 
train came Boyle’s body was taken from 
underneath the wreckage. Palmer, suffer- 
ing terribly, but still conscious, was found 
near the engine. 

Shortly after the engineer was taken to 
the hospital his daughter, who was visiting 
friends in the city, went to his bedside, 
having been notified by the railroad offi- 
cilals. Monday morning she went to the 
Union Station to meet her mother, who ar- 
rived from Sedalia. 

‘Dr, Paul F. Vasterling, who has the case 
in charge, told the Post-Dispatch Monday 
morning that he feared Palmer could not 
recover. The injured man is very weak 
and the ony part of his body that was 
not scalded Ys his chést.

Far ck in the line was Sun- 
shine, which 4d not pass the reviewing 
stand until near noon Sunday. And last of 
all came more artillery. 

No more varied weather conditions have 
often been seen-in St. Louis than those 
which. prevailed from Saturday midnight 
until Monday a The sky remained 
clear until 10 o’clock Saturday night, when 
a light rain fell. Heavy clouds arose from 
the northwest and the northeast and sailed 
toward each other. When they met there 
was a storm, which caused. considerable 
damage in and around 8t. Louls. There 
was almost continuous thunder and the 
lightning flashes were vivid and frequent, 

At times the air would clear and glimpses 
of the moon were caught by anxious watch- 
ers in many 8t. Louis homes. But tne 
clouds would reappear and the storm would 
again rage with all its former fury.
